Hospital  in  the  district.  Under  the  Local  Government  Act, 1929,  Section 
63  the  Council  have  entered  into  a joint  agreement  between  the  Urban 
District  Councils  of  Pormby  and  litherland  on  the  one  part  and  the 

Borough  of  Bootle  on  the  other  part.  This  agreement  provides  for  the 

reservation  of  sixteen  bods  for  infectious  diseases  other  than  smallpox 
at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Linacre  L^-^ne,  Bootle.  In  the  case  of  small- 
pox the  agreement  provides  for  the  reservation  of  one  bed  for  each  ten 

thousand  of  the  population  with  a minimum  of  five  beds  at  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  Smallpox  Hospital,  S.t>srrow  Ha±l , Hazackerley.  In  both 
oases  additional  beds  are  to  be  provided  subject  to  the  necessary 
accommoda' Ion  being  available. 

Details  of  charges  under  the  agreement  with  Bootle  Corporation  for  all 
Notifiable  Diseases  other  than  smallpox  anr  for  smallpox,  are  as  follows- 

Retaining  Pee  (Smallpox)  £2  per  thousand  of  the  population  with  a 
minimum  of  £10.  Fee  paid  for  the  year  1945  £l6-0-0d

After  the  outbreak  of  V7ar  the  above  provision's  had  in  some 
instances  to  bo  changed. 

For  a short  pori>' ' all  notifiable  infectious  cases  were  removed,  to 
the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  Ormskirk.  Later  arrangements  were 
made  by  the  Bootle  Corporation  with  whom  the  Council  were  under  contract 
for  cases  to  be  received  into  the  Liverpool  Hospitals.  Maintenance 
charges  £3.3.0.  per  week  plus  cost  of  removal  at  the  rate  of  2/6d  per 
mile  were  charged. 

Due  to  the  curtailment  of  hospital  accommodation  no  diphtheria 
suspects  were  removed  to  hospital,  only  those  cases  where  swabs  had 
proved  positive. 

Scarlet  Pever  caches  were,  if  possible,  nursed  in  the  home.  These 
arrangements  did  not  apply  to  rr^acuees.  Evacuees  were,  in  every 
instance,  removed  to  hospital. 

To  a eal  with  minor  infectious  cases  among  evacuees,  a house  known 
as  Oairnie  House,  Y.lctoria  Road,  Pormby,  was  taken  over  and  equipped  for 
this  p'irposoo

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WATER  SOTPLZ 


TEo  water  eupplied  to  the  District  is  from  the  Southport  and 
District  Water  Board.  The  sources  of  supply  are  four  pumping 
stations  with  deep  wells  headings  and  horeholos  sunk  in  the  new  red 
sandstone  formation.  There  are  throe  covered  reservoirs  which  have 
a oomhinod  capacity  of  6 million  gallons.  They  are  situated  at  Gorse 
Hill,  Aught  on. 

The  supplj^  is  constant  and  there  is  little  possibility  of 
contamination,  and  no  shortage  has  been  experienced.  The  water  is 
hard  and  is  classified  as  a Temporary  Hard  Water,  i.e.  the  hardinoss  can 
be  rom.ovGd  by  boiling.  B'.sing  of  a hard  nature  there  is  no  fear  of 
any  plumbo-sclvont  action . 

On  the  outskirts  of  the  district  17  housos  procure  their  water 
from  13  wells  and  2 hensos  owned  by  the  Railway  Company  have  their 
supply  brought  twice  a week  in  tanks. 

Two  samples  from  the  mains  and  two  samples  from  wells  ?/oro 
submittod  for  Bao toric.logical  examination. 

Two  samples  from  tho  mains  and  one  from  ivclls  were  submitted  for 
Chemical  Analysi s , 

Those  have  been  cleansed  where  necessary 
by  tho  OT.'mcrs  or  occupiers  of  adjoining  lands.  A certain  amount  of 
pollutio.n.  takes  place  in  the  unsowerod  area  of  the  district  due  to 
percolation  and  improper  discharge  of  sewage  from  cesspools  and  during 
the  year  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  one  Notice  to  prevent  pollution. 

Careful  attention,  ie  given  to  the  drains  and 
sewers,  and  every  complaint  is  attended  to  v/ithout  aelay.  The  Sewage 
System  is  bj?’  gravitationand  Septic  Tank  treatment.  The  outfall  from 
the  tanks  discharges  into  tho  sea.  Tho  sowers  are  flushed 
regularly.  All  new  drains  are  tested  end  existing  drains  are  tested 
when  necessary.  Drains  are  flushed  whc.e  found  necessary. 

Tho  extension  of  sexvors  to  the  unsowerod  areas  of  tho  District  is 
of  vital  importance.  Tho  Council  fully  appreciate  this  aecessitjr, 
and  further  extensions  are  oontemplatod  in  tho  near  future. 

In  the  sewered  area  2 houses  have  had  tho  drains  connected  to  tho 
sewers  and  their  cesspools  abolished. 

Closet  and  Ashpit  Accommodation  ijiHere  still  o.xists  in  the  District  a 
number  of  Privy  Middens,  Pail  Closets  and  Dry  Ashpits.  As  these  are 
situated  in  the  unseivered  area  no  definite  policy  has  boon  laid  down 
for  conversions,  and  each  case  is  treated  on  its  merits. 

All  now  property  is  provided  with  fresh  W.Cs  and  Sanitary  Ashbins  made 
of  galvanized  iron  and  fittodi  with  covers.
